Loud, lha professor of mathematlca 
One 1« on Cubic Curves, an advanced 
and difficult subject of mathematical In 
qulry. It l» a noteworthy fact that 
though tbl« subject has engaged tho at 
tendon oT mathematician! ever since the 
time of Newton, new theorems should 
still be discovered, from time to time. 
Tbo properties developed by Professor 
Loud In bla paper are remarkable ones, 
but since writing It. be bss found new 
theorems displaying stillI more strikingly 
bis power aj an original Investigator. 
Dr. W. E. Story of Clark university has 
spoken of them in very hlgb terms. Pro 
fewor Loud's other paper Is on a more 
elementary subjict, the Binomial Theo 
rcm. 
It I* well known to specialists that 


the proofs of tho binomial foiidula for 
Ibe cue when thcserlcs is infinite, found 
in our ordinary college algebra*, are fal- 
lacious. Ullhcrtothe trouble has been 
that all correct proofs of tbe theorem 
for the case In que«llon were beyond tbe 
mental grasp of young pupils. Profea- 
sor Loud deserves great credit for having 
simplified the proof veij much, so that 
college studeol* of freshman «rade can 
now be made lo conlemplate the beau- 
tics of this theorem wilhout violating 
the laws of correct reasoning. 


Mr. Ben. Ives Oilman's article on tbe 


Inductive Theories of Bacon, Whewell. 
and Mill, is a scholarly production, 
showing that the writer fiat thought 
deeply on tbe subject. A historic*) re- 
view of theories of Indnctlv. re-«onlng 
Is given. Those of Bacon, Whewell, and 
Mill are dlscnued at some length. Stu- 
dents In logic will find valuable sugges- 
tions in Mr. Oilman's article.
